SPRING PLOWING 
; AND SEEDING! 


Dear Sir,—The use of the Trac- 
tor for spring plowing will reduce 
cost’ and increase yields to such 
an extent that some . farmers 
would be justified in buying. a 
Tractor for that jpurpose alone. 

This. may seem to be an ex- 
travagant statement, but never- 
theless it is true. Why? Plowing 
is the slowest, most expensive, 
and, in practically, all districts, 
‘the most important operation in 
preparing stubble land for seed-|! 
ing.. The most important advant- 


work lies in the fact that it does 
the work more quickly than it 
can be done with horses. With 
the plowing done, the other work 
is easily accomplished. Early seed 
ing is eis and for that reas- 
on yie 

tion to getting the work done 
earlier, the ‘Tractor will plow.at.a 
smaller cost per acre: ‘than ‘will 
horses. The~importance of spring 
plowing lies in the fact that if it 
is properly ‘done “at the right 


thus reducing loss from drought. 
Wherever possible the land 


This will cause weeds to, germin- 
ate and*when ‘plowing is done the 
disced surface makes a good con- | 
tact between the furrow slice and 


air spaces. The work should be 
done ’ with. all possible speed, s 
as to avoid delay in seeding. 

It “is generally advisable to 
follow the plow closely 
Drag Harrow. Sometimes. the 
Packer can be used instead of 
the Harrow. In any case spring 
plowing must not be allowed to 
stand untouched for any length 
of time, because in such a case 
the soil will dry out 
depth of the plowing. Seeding the 
spring. plowing should 
soon after plowing: 

If wheat is seeded, the rate 
should be lighter and the depth 
greater than on summerfallow. 

It is often advisable to pack 
spring plowing immediately after 
seeding. If packing 
should not be delayed. 

As a general rule oats and 
barley are seeded on _— spring 
plowing:in preference to wheat. 
Oats should be seeded at the rate 
of from two to three bushels per 
acre, and barley from 1% to 2% 
bushels per acre, Rates of ‘seed- 
ing oats are governed by~ the 
same factors which govern rates 
of seeding wheat. The size of 
barley seed is more variable than 
with the other cereals, consequent 
ieties must be seeded heavier 
than’ small seed varieties. The 
same relatives advantages that. we 
secure from tarky seeding of 
wheat are secured by the early 
seeding of oats and barley and 
more-over, if, seeding is done 
early, it is possible to plow the 
summerfallow early, which re- 
sults in. higher yields of wheat 
| the following year. 

The advantage of the Tractor, 
in preparing ‘stubble land for 
seeding is clear.

KILL GOPHERS EARLY 

Poison the gophers early. A) 
pair killed in early spring means 
as much as ten killed in June. 
When gophers come out in April 
they take poisned bait readily. 

An excellent ‘receipt for. pre-] 
paring poison is as_ follows: 

Dissolve 2 ounces of strychnine 
crystals in equal part “of vinegar 
and. water one quart.’ of each. 
When, dissolved add sugar. to 
sweeten it well and enough wheat 
to soak up all the liquid. Let the 
grain stand in the liquid for 2 
days, and then set it out for the 
gophers. This makes strong bait 
and one kernel will kill any goph- 
er that samples . it. The main 
point in poisoning gophers is to 
get the poison ‘out early in the 
spring No use waiting until: 
June when. the land is infested 
with the rodents: kill them be- 
fore they breed.
